HOPE LOVED THE ROOSTER CROW 


Rogue River is a city full of 
HOPE, and the memory of Hope 
Warren. 

Hope’s husband, Craig, along 
with daughters, Melissa, Stacey 
and Corrine, and their six grandchil- 
dren will lead this year’s Rooster 
Crow Parade as grand marshals. It 
is a fitting tribute. 

The Rogue River Chamber of 
Commerce hosts the annual 
Rooster Crow Weekend. This 
year’s citywide celebration, June 29 
through July 1, really begins rockin’ 
and rollin’ during Saturday morn- 
ing’s parade. 

Everyone loves a parade; “no 
one loved a parade more than 
Hope,” recalled her husband. 

“This city is all about Rooster 
Crow,” he added. “And, Hope loved 
it.” 

Warren was the City of Rogue 
River’s chief financial officer before 
her death at age 58. All who knew 
her remember her strength and 
courage. 

A tireless volunteer and city 
champion, she lost her battle with 
lung cancer in January. In April, the 
Tree of Hope christened the city’s 
new Downtown Plaza on Main 
Street. The Rooster Crow festival is 
another opportunity for local folks to

honor her memory. 

Warren had her hand in Rooster 
Crow events for more than 16 
years, including coordinating the 
festival and judging parade entries. 

“She worked hard to make it a 
better event each year,” said Craig 
Warren. 

All three of her daughters 
reigned as Rooster Crow Queen. 
Melissa in 1988, Stacey in 1991 
and Corinne in 1992---each year 
the girls graduated from Rogue 
River High School, recalled their 
proud father. 

The Warren girls will ride again 
in the parade, again---this time, with 
their husbands and children. The 
Warrens have six grandchildren, 
ages two months to 7 years old. 
The youngest, Olivia Hope, was 
born May 4. 

“It will be a happy time,” Craig 
said. 

The family will wear Team Hope 
t-shirts, and carry banners and 
posters. They also will shine the 
spotlight on “Saving Lives---One 
Breath at a Time,” a lung cancer 
awareness and prevention pro- 
gram. 

Warren's dedication to the com- 
munity is still the talk of the town. 

“Hope did a multitude of good 
things,” said Ruth Bailey, treasurer 
of the chamber. “Her death was a 
huge loss to this city. 

“We wanted to honor her and 
her family,” Bailey added. “We 
chose them as grand marshals as a 
memorial.” 

Jackson County paid tribute to 
her endeavors by naming her 
“Volunteer of the Year” in 2004. 

“She was a selfless person,” 
said Craig at the tree dedication. 
“She loved this little town. She 
would push forward getting things 
done wherever she saw a need.” 

The Warrens moved with their 
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2007 KRoostTEK Crow 
GRAND MARSHAL 


three daughters to Rogue River in 
1985. Hope worked for the city as 
secretary and city planner before 
her promotion as the financial offi- 
cer. 

One of her first accomplish- 
ments in the city included starting 
the first girls’ softball team at Rogue 
River High School in 1986. Later, 
she initiated the Paint Your Heart 
Out project in Rogue River, and cre- 
ated summer reading programs, as 
well as programs for teens-at-risk 
and students at RRHS. She was a 
member of the Lions Club of Rogue 
River, Wimer Fire Department, 
Woodville Museum and Evans 
Valley Parent Teacher Association. 
She was active in the SMART read- 
ing program, Junior Achievement 
program, Barnstormers and the 
Rogue River Drama Club. 

She was active for many years 
at the RR Community Center and 
initiated its rebuilding project. She 
also found time to deliver Christmas 
flowers and gift baskets to the 
elderly. 

“Hope really enjoyed her life and 
her time in Rogue River,” Craig 
recalled. 

“She was devoted to her family 
and this city,” he added. “This is her 
final farewell to the city.”

National Rooster Crowing Contest, 
which was held on May 23, 1953, 
the merchants displayed the caged 
roosters in front of their places of 
business. During this time, roosters 
were stolen or hidden away and 
many shenanigans took place. 

First place winner of this initial 
event was a rooster named Hollerin’ 
Harry, owned by Rogue River’s 
Donnie Martin. Harry crowed 71 
times during the half-hour period 
and won $50 for his owner. After the 
contest was over, an auction was 
held for anyone wanting to sell their 
roosters. Silent Sam, who had not 
uttered a sound during the contest, 
started in with a bid of 10¢ and 
ended up at $50. 

A second contest was held dur- 
ing 1953, this one taking place on 
September 5. For this one, the mer- 
chants decided to give $200 in 
prizes with the first prize $100 and 
the balance going to the runners- 
up. Winner of this contest was 
Beetlebaum with 109 crows, which 
stood as a world record until White 
Lightning's 112-crow effort in 1978. 

After this second Crow in 1953, 
the Boosters organization decided 
to hold the Rooster Crow once a 
year and that the date would be the 
last Saturday in June. The rest, as 
they say, is history.

Mayor Dick Skevington and members of the city The Red Hat Society’s RiverBelles crowed 
council threw candy from their float, and Grand Marshals their way through the parade. 
John and Treva Schaeffer followed close behind. 


A procession of older and newer Chevy Corvettes drove down the parade route in style. Moments 
later, Miss Rogue River 2006 Brianne Cardona, first runner-up Serena Lee and second runner-up 
Annie Perryman shared smiles and waves with spectators. 

The Rogue River girls’ softball all-stars played a game of catch off of their float. Then came the 
clanging of armor, as Realm of Honor and Chivalry members jousted up and down the street. 

This year’s parade featured a variety of vehicles, including Rogue River Antique’s Model T car and 
Main Building Supply's forklift, cleverly disguised as a pirate ship. 

As usual, the Shriners had their fun, driving go-karts in circles and occasionally racing each other. 


The Shriners always make for a wonderful part of the yearly parade.
